In an effort to try and let every- 
body understand why we have been 
having several promotions recently, 
we are setting out the facts regard- 
ing the door to door canvassing and 
telemarketing. 

Since January, Wanderers have run 
two promotions to try and boost attend-

If anybody 
purchased these vouchers for £20 they 
could then buy one ticket and gel one 
free of equal or lesser value. 

The number of cards sed was 
1,000 and this is how they have been 
used at our home games: Wigan Ath- 
letic (12 vouchers), Blackpool (29), 
Brentford (63), and Burnley (58). 

The figures for the Gillingham and York 
City matches were not available at the 
timc of going to press. 

Granton cannot sell anymore £20) 
vouchers without the club's prior written 
consent. It has no immediate plans to do 
this promotion again, as they can not be 
sure that the participants arc all new 
supporters.

The essence of the offer is that per- 
sons who have not been to a match at 
Adams Park are being offered a free 
ticket on the condition they pay £13 for a 
seat in the ServisPak Stand upper tier. 

For the e game 194 people 
accepted the offer, whereas for the 
Brentford match 250 people took it up, 
but only around 100 accepted for the 
Burnley match. ; 

It is important to note that this offer is 
only available once and the Bristol City 
match is excluded.Those who come are 
followed up with a second offer. 

If they pay £52 they get six £13 seats 
for the price of four.

more successful than the club imagined. 
It has recently agreed with Tickets 


Direct that the original offer of £13 will 
now be for two less central seats worth 
£11 each.
